Sakharov blasts 
Assembly vote

TEL AVIV. — Nobel Peace Prize 
winner Andrei Sakharov last night 
condemneq the UN General Assem- 
bly vote denouncing Zionism 85 
racist. 

In his declaration (relayed to 
Israel by telephone from Moscow), 
Sakharov said the resolution ‘will 
encourage anti-Semitic tendencies m 
many countries around the globe 
and will lend them the questionable 
respectability of international legal- 
ity.” 

‘The distinguished scientist said 
that, “indirectly, the UN decision 
denies Israel's right to exist as a 
free state and thus contradicts the 
spirit of the most important UN 
resolutions on the subject. This is 
a severe blow to the prestige of 
the UN and will hinder it from 
realizing the aims of its charter.” 

A protest sent by 122 Jews from 
16 Soviet cities to UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim against the 
same resolution (also read over the 
telephone) said the “anti-Zionist 
resolution is no more than ili- 
disguised anti-Semitism.”

TEL AVIV. — Israel may be on 
the verge of a serious drug prob- 
jem, according to U.S. narcotics 
agents here. The four-man team 
from the U.S. Customs are con- 
ducting a series of courses in drug 
identification for Israeli Customs of. 
ficials. 

The present situation in Israel 
seems to be analogous to America 
in the perfod 1966-67. Then every- 
one dismissed the tdea that there 
was a drug problem in the United 
States, or said the use of narco. 
ties was just a “nasty habit" prac- 
tiged only in America's black ghet. 
tos. 

But soon white Americans began 
discovering that it was their own 
children who were smoking’ marua- 
jana, “snorting” cocaine or shoot- 
ing-up with heroin, according to 
Seth Nadel. The other members of 
the U.S. team are Philip Medellin, 
John Martin and Lloyd Sutherland. 

Recent seizures by local police 
of hashish and heroin caches, and 
the spate of pharmacy burglaries, 
would seem to confirm the Amer- 
fcans evaluation. The police, how. 
ever, tend to minimize the extent 
of drug use in Israel. They claim 
that “we have passed the peak,” 
which began after the Six Day War 
with the influx of several hundred 
volunteers from America. They say 
that narcotic use in Israel, confined 
to the smoking of cannabis, was on- 
ly a fad that has lost its appeal, both 
abroad and in Israel.

To aid in the identification of 
drugs, Israeli customs officials are 
being instructed in the use of ape- 
clal field kita that can provide im- 
mediate proof of whether or not a 
suspect is carrying an illicit drug. 

The expertise presented in the 
course would seem to suggest that 
drug smuggling into the US. is 
extremely difficult if not impossible.

of entry — which can act to pre- 
vent a drug problem developing 
into a crisis of American propor- 
tions. 

Prior to the course, Aviram says, 
participants often dismissed nar 
cotics and the use of them as a 
“moral issue,” a police matter. But 
after seeing films detailing the 
misery which drug addicts cause to 
themselves and others, course parti- 
eipants have said, “this im't going 
to happen here.” 


Drug prices up

per cent on domestically produced 
items and up to 25 per cent on 
imported goods —- ministry officials 
announced yesterday.

National plan for refuse 
disposal urgently needed 


- LOCAL REFUSE DUMPS are an 


affront to both eyes and nose. The 
numerous toxic materials present 
seep into the soll, posing a danger to 
ground water, and spontaneous fires 


often break out, spreading a pall of - 


foul-smelling smoke in al] directions. 
Yet this method of refuse disposal is 
the one most commonly used in 
Israel. 

The subject does not usually at- 
tract much public attention until 
something {fs drastically wrong. But 
fortunately for the public, the En- 
vironmental Planning and Engineer- 
ing Company in Haifa, a member of 
the Life Engineering Group, recent-

“The damage from refuse to soi) 
and water resources here is steadily 
growing worse," .observes EPEC 
head Dr. Moshe Ne'eman, a former 
Government Fuel Commissioner 
now specializing in environmental 
problema. He reports that the Health 
Ministry, assisted by a foreign ex- 
pert, has also looked into the dis- 
posa) situation and has recommend- 
ed that responsibility for refuse dis- 
posal be transferred from the in- 
dividual municipalities to special 
regional authorities to be set up for

Dr. Ne’eman maintains, however,.

Over three years ago the National 
Council for Planning and Building 
decided that a national plan for 
refuse disposal would be urgently 
needed within two years, but the 
Interior Ministry did not share this 
sense of urgency. On October 1, 1972, 
the Ministry invited tenders for a 
national plan, but eventually 
cancelled the tender because — it 
claimed — the specifications were 
not precise enough. Only 20 months 
Jater, in June 1974, did the Ministry 
invite new bids and then took 
another six months to accept one of 
several. 

The Ministry proposes setting up 
an American made Sirdrum plant as 
a pilot project. Operated by electrici- 
ty, it employs a mechanical process 
of rotation to separate for recycling 
purposes materials of higher 
specific gravity (metals, glass and 
so forth}, and then shreds the 

ic remainder. Ministry of- 
ficials want to bulid an experimental: 
station near Haifa, where it will be 
evaluated by a group of experts, in- 
cluding representatives of the 
Government's Environmental 
Protection Service. 

“But this is a very expensive 
method," says Dr. Ne’eman, “‘and 
cannot solve our immediate problem 
of increasing accumulation of 
refuse. It may be suitable for a 
wealthy residential area in Florida, 
but not for Israel." He makes a 
strong ales for more recycling of 
materials which today are allowed to 


Sugar importer. The Cuban 
merchant fleet was not equipped for 
long distance trading and chartering 
ships meant payment in foreign 
currency which Cuba could ill af- 
ford. Building up an efficient 
merchant fleet became one of the

This year the total tonnage of 
Cuba's merchant fleet is expected to 
reach 670,000 tons, making it the’ 
fourth largest merchant navy in 
Latin America.

Plans for the future are am- 
bitious.

This 
includes tripling the long-distance 
shipping capacity, renewing the aux- 
iliary port fleet and completely 


SO to waste, like paper, metals, 
glass. automobile tyres.— the raw 
materials of which are becoming 
more expensive ail the time. ‘The 
present method of sorting out these 
materials at the refuse dump is in- 
effective and wasteful, and the 
volumes recovered small." 

Dr. Ne'eman that waste 
should be stopped at its source and 
recommends banning the use of non- 
returnable bottles. The excessive 
use of wrapping materials for inland 
marketing could also be banned. he 
suggests, saving money and reduc- 
ing waste. But the biggest savings, 
he says, would result from the con- 
trolled combustion of refuse as it is 
practised in most of Europe and 
elsewhere. 

“This does not mean open fires, 
with noxious fumes and black 
smoke, but incinerators of which 
varlous types are available accor- 
ding to volume and composition of 
the refuse. In the heart of Manhattan 
I've seen such an incinerator as high 
as a ten storey building at work fot 


30 years, without proving any 


nuisance to the environment. The 
heat is used to generate electricity or 
steam, which in turn saves fuel." 

The Government's Environmen- 
tal Protection Authority (EPA) 
directed by Dr. Mordechai Lapidot, 
says that burning refuse under the 
controlled conditions of a combus- 
tion chamber is more expensive than 
the Sirdrum method, but the Life 
Group experts contest this. 

EPA also claims that controlled 
combustion will involve expensive 
equipment in order to prevent air 
pollution. But Dr. Ne’eman main- 
tains that the standard incinerators 
are polintion-proof. 

Much valuable time has already 
been lost and still the controversy 
rages on. But since a major en- 
vironmental issue is at stake — one 
which will require an investment of 
millions of pounds — the public is en- 
titled to know the facts. It will have 
to pay for the outcome.

Financing investments 


through a moratorium 
on the national debt

PROFESSOR MICHAEL BRUNO, 


adviser on economic policy to the . payé! 


Finance Minister, has suggested 
that the planned 1976 budget be 
reduced by 1L6,000m.’ While hardly 
anyone disagrees with the need to 
curb general governm: 

the proposal to eut, IL.2,000m. from 
investments is questionable. 


In response to criticism by 


Commerce and Industry Minister 
Haim Ber-Lev. Prof. Bruno sald that 
while the Gross National Product 
had increased In the last three years 
by nine per cent, investments had 
grown by 30 per cent, showing that 
the country has sufficient plants and 
equipment to produce whatever is 
needed. This idea was given support 
in a study by Dr. David Moraweiz of 
the Hebrew University, which show- 
ed that even the existing plants are 
under-utilised by international com- 
parison. 

On a macro-economic basis it 
may be true that there has been suf- 
ficient investment in the last few 
years, and therefore the economy 
can relax a little during 1976. 
However, as Mr. Bar-Lev noted in- 
vestments during the last three 
years have not been distributed 
regionally according to the needs of 
the country. For example develop- 
ment towns such as Shlomi and 
Kiryat Shmona:. require new in- 
dustries if they are to overcome their 
years of stagnation. Until April of 
this year, it was profitable to 
transfer an industry to such areas 
because of the low taxes. However, 
with the implementation of the in- 
come tax reform such diffcren- 
tiations have been abolished (with 
the support of Prof. Bruno who was ἃ. 
member of the Ben-Shahar Com- 
mittee). 

Furthermore, even today industry 
is not able to attract sufficient man- 
power because of the relatively 
higher wages paid in the services. If 
investments are reduced, more and 
more people will find their way to the 
services and hence the: future of in- 
dustry will become even gloomier. 

Other supporters of reducing 
government spending on in- 
vestments are more concerned with 
the terms of investments. Most in- 
vestments in Israel are financed by 
low-interest loans supplied by the 
government. The interest on these 
loans varies between nine and 14 per 
cent. Thus, when inflation exceeds 20 
per cent, investors are payi a 
negative rate of interest. Such a 


system is not only wasteful but 
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redistributes income from the tax- 
ry to the investor. There ia no 
justification for subsidising in- 
vestors to the extent it is done today. 
™ Investments will be needed even 
more fn 1976 than today. If, as some 
claim, private investors will not in- 
vest unless they receive subsidised 
loans, then the government itself 
should invest in the necessary in- 
dustries. Israel has a large public 
sector whose duty is to increase its 
performance when the private sec- 
tor contracts its activity. 1976 will be 
such a period. 

The last argument used by sup- 
porters of reducing investments con- 
cerns the balance of payments. New 
investments require tools and 
machinery which are imported. Cut- 
ting investments helps to reduce the 
deficit in the balance of payments. 
However, the same effect can be 
achieved through curbing import of 
consumption goods, Also, the small 
gains in the balance of payments this 
year might worsen the situation next 
year. Investments create an in- 
ereased capacity to produce more 
goods in the future. If those goods 
are not produced, they have to be im- 
ported, 4 

If-one is concerned with the future 
situation of the balance of payments 
and with reducing this country’s 
dependence on the goodwill of the 
U.S. government, then investments 
become of great significance. As 
pointed out above, today's in- 
vestments are tomorrow's output, 
and greater output means a smaller 
deficit and thus less dependence on 
American money. 

But a solution must still be found 
to finance the needed investments. 
Prof. Brune suggested that govern- 
ment spending should be reduced by 
1L4,000m. Here we are only dealing 
with the IL2,000m. for investments. 
In 1976, the Treasury will have to 
redeem some IL10,000m. of index- 
linked government bonds. If this 
country's situation is as difficult as 
the Finance Minister and his ad- 
visors say, then,.the government 
should decide that during 1976 and 
maybe 1977, no bonds will be 
redeemed. Holders of these bonds 
will receive new bonds which will 
mature within one to three years. 
Thus, the additiona! resources will 
be found. It is the duty of the present 
government to convince the public 
that in these difficult timea, a partial 
moratorium on the national debt is 
the cheapest way of returning to 
economic well-being.

The motley majority 


PREMIER Rabin's observation yesterday that nations’ attitude 
to the Jews has always been a touchstone of their own level 
of enlightenment is no more than the bitter truth. The Gen- 
eral Assembly resolution on Zionism categorized the nations 
of the world to a most remarkable degree in terms of enlight- 
Ment and fundamental decency. For once, pressures and blan- 
dishments were disregarded as a significant number of the 
more mature and responsible states refused to be corralled into 
an act of infamy. 

The bloc voting system which has so depraved the Assembly 
worked once again to give the ArabSoviet axis its automatic 
majority: but this time there was a rallying, a heartening 
homogeneity, within the Western democratic bloc. 

Significantly, too, the unity of the non-aligned bloc crumbled 
in the face of the enormity its members were being asked to 
perpetrate. Here too the lines were drawn with distinctive 
clarity. The most mature and advanced of the Third World 
states opposed the resolution. A great many of the Third 
World's well-established and respected member-nations ab- 
stained. What was left was a motley array of new and weak 
— ‘economically and morally — countries which joined with 
the Arab-Soviet axis to drum up the required majority. 

In this age of inflation of statehood this alliance of weakness 
and immaturity with cynicizm and extortion is sufficient to 
win a majority in the world organization. 

There was also one instance of glaring opportunism by a 
state whose proud history was belied by its shameful per- 
formance: Mexico. 

Just as the resolution forced self-respecting states to stand 
up and be counted, so too should it induce individuals all over 
the world to actively recoil from the aims and aspirations 
which underlie’ the resolution. It is World Jewry’s duty, τῇ 
those Diaspora countries where freedom of speech and action 
is permitted, to catalyze this reaction. 

Mr. Rabin called on World Jewry yesterday, in the plainest . 
terms, to help Israel and thereby help itself, for the assault 
on Zionism is an assault oh Jewry and on Judaism too. He 
asked for help, but he did not say how world Jewry was to 
help. Perhaps the Knesset podium is indeed not the forum from 
which to issue detailed campaign requests. 

But such detailed requests should be issued, promptly, and 
on the highest authority. There is no room here, particularly 
in the Jewish communities in the Western Diaspora, for 
over-sophisticated arguments concerning ‘dual loyalties and 
the level of Israel's visibility in guiding local Jewish efforts. 
These arguments were often misplaced in the past: they would 
be totally specious today.

Anti-Israel resolutions 


DAVAR (Histadrut) says that Israel 
will disregard both anti-Israeli 
resolutions passed yesterday. It will 
not participate in the Geneva con- 
ference together with the PLO nor . 
cooperate with any UN committee in 
the matter of the “rights of the 
Palestinians.’" It is to be hoped, 
moreover, that Egypt, which two 
months ago signed the interim 
agreement, will refrain from exer- 
ting pressure towards the convening 
of the Geneva conference, as such 
pressure would subvert that same 
agreement. : 
“It is not enough, however, to 
denounce these resolutions. Israel 
must come to grips with them in its 
information effort and foreign 
policy. for otherwise it may find 
itself once again totally isolated." 
AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) notes 
that any Arab-sponsored resolution, 
even one saying that the earth is flat, 
would have an automatic majority in 
the UN General Assembly. The UN ' 
1g no longer an organization cogni- 
zant of the rights of people to 
national independence but one that 


has undermined the moral basis of 
its very existence. 

ΔΑ ΑΝ (independent): "ΑΔ gaping 
abyss yawns between the Jewish 
People — in Israel and overseas —, 
and the UN organization. The ideal 
that is the breath of life of Judaism, 
the egsence of its prayers and the 
culmination of all its hopes — this 
ideal has been termed by the 
organization as ‘shameful’ and 
‘defiled’...

Now we must stand 
tall and change our ways — or else 
exppect further and harder hits."* 
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withdrawals, no matter what... in- 
evitably (as a result), this blow was 
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ΤῸ ADAPT a famous saying of 
Talleyrand, the United Nations’ 
anti-Israel] resolutions on Tues- 
day are worse than evil they are 
stupid. 

The evil in these resolutions is 
that they victimize one people — 
but that is nothing new in the 
assembly of nations. The list of 
individual ethnic or religious 
groups mutilated under the in- 
different gaze of the great 
powers grows tragically longer 
from year to year. 

But the stupidity of the 
resolutions impugns the whole 
standing and character of the 
UN: and this is what causes dis- 
tress among serious-minded 
non-Jews (like U.S. Ambassador 
Daniel Moynihan) in the West. 
The proceedings of the world's 
most august gathering are being 
made trivial, cynical, malicious, 
demagogic, almost farcical. And 
this calls into question the whole 
subject ‘of the UN's utility as a 
forum for international consuita- 
tion. 

To equate Zionism with 
racialism is a logical absurdity, 
precisely because Zionism seeks 
to make the Jewish people abide 
by the rules of the UN, and no 
more. All the delegates who rais- 
ed their hands on Tuesday were 
entitled to vote because they are 
the official representatives of 
accredited nation States, The 
Jewish people want to join the 
ranks of these accredited nation 
States, that is ali. 

Sadat believes he is an Egyp- 
tian, and has stated more than 
once that the lands from the Li- 
byan border up to and including 
the Sinai peninsula are the 
national home of the Egyptian 
people. If that is not racialistic, 
then Zionism is not racialistic 
either. Zionism does not say 
anything about the Jewish peo- 
ple that every delegate to the UN 
has not said about his own people

BETTER PUBLIC TRANSPORT

Sir, — Mr. Moshe Kohn is perfectly 
right when he says (‘A Matter of 
Survival,’" your issue of November 
7) that we Israelis ought to make 
more use of our public services to 
take us to work. But how well does he 
knew our buses? Perhaps he lives 
within walking distance of his place 
of work or he can choose his working 
hours. I can do neither and I suppose 
that my experience is shared every 
day by thousands of other workers. 

There is no shelter at my bus stop 
and I have to stand in driving rain or 
broiling sun for up to 20 
minutes or more. When the bus final- 
ly arrives, it is overcrowded and it 
does not always stop. If it does and I 
menage to get in, I feel like the 
proverbial sardine. The aisle is 
crowded and all the seats are oc- 
cupied by people older than me and 
by teenagers, who look stonily 
ahead. Nobody has ever told them 
that they are supposed to give their 
seats to the elderly. What makes the 
experience more maddening is that, 
as often as not, my bus is overtaken 
by one — sometimes two — half emp- 


ty buses, that ply the same route. is 
it a wonder, then, that I should take 
the car, whenever it is not my 
husband's turn in the car pool?

Tam not now and never have been a 
car owner or driver; I do not live 
within walking distance of work; I 
am totally dependent on public 
transport to get to places not within 
walking distance; and — though I 
can generally choose my working 
hours — my experience in waiting 
for, riding in, and getting on and off 
buses is identical with Mra. Segre’s. 
My plea was not only for the public to 
make more use of our public ser- 
vices, but primarily for our 
transport authorities to rationalize 
the services they give so that the 
public will be able to use them.com- 
fortably and, thus, be attracted to 
use them and to forgo the un- 
economical use of private cars. 
Furthermore, those’ who drive 
private cars, in cooperation with 
neighbours and work colleagues, 
might do more in the way of car- 
pooling and offering lifts.

Not for the first 
time in world history, the position 
of the Jews is the occasion of a 
cause celebre and has become a 
test case, revealing the essential 
immorality of a given political 
situation. Most of those who sup- 
ported the resolutions would 
have given their vote even if the 
motion had been that all Jews 
have green hair. 

All that their ballot on Tues- 
day night meant in fact is that 
they are pro-Arab; that they will 
comply with the requirements of. 
the oil sheikhs; that they dare 
not quarrel with such a large 
voting bloc. : ᾽ 

This is the problem facing 
Israel and the Jewish people to- 
day. We can take some wry con- 
solation from the thought that in 
trying to lambast Israel's cause, 
its enemies found nothing better 
than mud to throw.
